On 
the other hand there exists' nowhere 
a group of buildings better suited to 
the use of the First Division than the 
barracks at Coddington Point, New 


These buildings, begun before the 


armistice, were not completed unti 
long after 
They are new and, save 


for a temporary occupation by the 
Naval Training Station during a few 
weeks in this year, have never been 
used. They oiler, therefore, a longer 
life than any other of the war canton- 
ments. 


Coddinglon Point includes all the 


facilities needed for a complete peace- 
strength infantry division. The bar- 
racks can'accommoiiate 112 men each; 
there are the necessary storehouses, 
heating plants. rind administrative 
buildings to accommodate 13,000 men. 
A railway runs past the post and 
spurs are provided to carry the neces- 
sary supplies direct to the doors of 
the storehouses, while the benefits of 
still cheaper water transportation are 
to be had for the taking. 


The post is, moreover, suitably lo 
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Washington, D- C., Dec. 24, l'921. 
During last week in December a se- 


ries of oad storms will organize in 
the far northwest anil the continent 
will get little rest from these disturb- 
ances until after Jan. 10.

CUBA HARD HIT BY THE TARIFF 


The papers the past week have told 


of the protest of 30,000 
Cubans 


against the United States tariff bil 
lately passed by Congress. A private 
letter "from Col. A. A. Barker, for- 
merly of this city, now a large land 
owner and cattle raiser on the Island 
of Cuba, tells how the United States 
tariff law is injuring Cuban indus- 
tries. He says: "The United States 
emergency tariff bill has hit Cuba's 
sugar very hard, almost beyond re. 
«OTery." He further says, The people 
of the States do not seem to realize 
that there is more American capital 
invested in sugar in Cuba than in the 
United States, the Philippines, Ha- 
-waiian Islands and Porto Rica. The 
Colonel says that there are a million 
' and a half tons of last crop sugar in 


Cuba unsold. It was harvested when 
labor was high, costing to produce 
nearly four cents a pound. The mar- 
ket now is only about two cents.

further says that there will be a 
small crop in Cuba this year, not over 
five-eighths of last year. Many mills 
will not start to grind, otners will

past. 


Longevity Increasing. 


The question of whether women or 


,men live longer Is one on wlilch.tlie 
' census ofllclnls will be able to speik 


authoritatively when'their examination 
of the age statistics Is complete. They 
will also be in n position to make an 
analysis of the effect of marriage and 
celibacy j>n longevity. - 


The average length of life throughout 


the United States Is Increasing dally, 
official reports show. In some sections 
the death rate Is the lowest In the 
world. Twenty-two was the average 
length of life some decades ago. The 
average now Is well above SO. 


Persons of advanced age are becom- 


ing more and more active ns a group 
than ever before, according to official 
and semi-official reports received by 
several branches of the government. 
Their activity Is especially noticed In 
connection with the reports on mar- 
riage and divorce which reach Wasli- 
' ington.

termined by physical structure and 
changes in the composition of the body 
rather than by mere length of. time, 
physicians explain. By examination 
of the state of tissues and blood 
physicians are now able to determine 
the age of- any person with a reason- 
able degree of accuracy. , 


Rtudles still ore being niade by scien- 


tists' to explain the reported ages'of 
many of the characters of the Bible, 
some of whom lived for more than 000 
years. Enoch, falher of Slethuselnh. is 
reported to have died at the then com- 
paratively early .IKC of ?05 years al- 
though his son reached 000 years; Ac- 
cording to^omc explanations, the nn- 
clonts uf thcfc.times really lived no 
longer than modern men and women, a 
different unit of time ticln<; referred to.

Individual. 


The present age, however, has an 


advantage over the ancient period. It 
Is pointed ont, in that now human life 
Is gradually Increasing in length. Just 
the reverse was true In the ancient pe- 
riods. Noah lived more than 000 years, 
us years were then counted, .but hla 
son Shem died at COO. Shem's son 
lived only 433 years. Four generations 
later the descendant! of Noah w«r» 
dyln» at between 100 and 200 years. 
Jacob died at 174, while Moses lived 
to be only 125. David died at 70 and 
Solomon at 58.

It appears as a ellent but very lurnl 
nous discharge of electricity along tho 
crest, of the Cordillera Heal In Chile 
In a region wbere thunderstorms ar* 
practically unknown.
